Raribon, Sept.21. We have confirm’d Advice from 
divers Places, thar the Propofais made by the Elect- 
réfs of Bavaria to the Court of Vienna and the Ge- 
nefais of the Army of the Allies, are abfolutely re- 
jected ; and that the Emperor has fignified to her, 
that he will allow her and her Children a Penfion to 


maincain them fuirabl; to their Rank, and Liberty to. 


refide in any Place of Bavaria fhe hall choofe, or to 
retire elfewhere provided it be not into the Enemies 
Country ; but chat he wiil not fuffer her to-have the 


Adminiftranon of the Government of ‘the Country, 


refolving to have it wholly at his own difpotal: Pur- 
fwant to chis Declafation his Imperial: Majefty de- 
mands thar “he Eftares and generally all-the Subjects 
of the Bie@torate take an Oath of Fideliryto'him ; 
thar Kufftein and Paffau be yielded up to hit with- 
our delay ; and-chat Imperial Garrifons be receiv’d 
into Ingolftad, Braunau, and all the Places of Strength 
in Bavaria. We hear further, that the Eftates of the 
faid Electorate have had frefh Warning given them,’ 
that if they do not forthwith put chemfelves under 
the Emperor's Protection and take an Oath of Fide- 
lity co hith, rhey will be proceeded againft with the 
utmoftRigour. *Tis.faid what determines the Court 
of Vienna to deal thus with Bavaria, is, the Diftruft 
they have of the Electrefs, who they doubr not will 
watch an Opportunity of giving the Arms of the Em- 
pite a Diverfion, or of conveighing Money or Men 
to the Ele&tor ; which they think it behoves them to 
Denawerth,Sept.21. The 17th inftanr, the Bavaran 
Garrifon of Ingolftad made a Sally, and oblig’d Ge-

Strasbourg, Sept 17. The 12th inftant the Ele@or 
of Bavaria fet out from hence to go to Saverne 
whence he will goon to the Netherlands, having 
order'd the Troops he brought with him from Ger 
many, Which confift of 23 Squadrons aud 3 Bat- 
tallions of his Guards, to march before. The Marihal 
de Villeroy has put inte Landau, which the Enemies 
threaten to betiege, ali things needful for its Defence, 
He has augmented the-Garsifon to 16 Battalions 
with fome Squadrons: And ‘here being‘Ammu: ition, 
Proviftons, and Cattle, in abundance in the Place, he 
thought fic to fend in a Convoy of Money hikewile, 
"Fhe oth the Duke of Montfort march’d with 300 
Horie aad carried the Money into Landau: return- 
ing from thence he was fallen upon by a Body of the 
Encmies Horfe,whom he receiv'd with exuraordinary 
Valour, and wonld have given a good:Account of 
them, had he not been mortally wounded with a Ca- 


rabineShor. He was carried off to the Camp, where 


he died extreamly lamented for his Bravery, of which | 
he had given many Proofs, and for his other Accom- 
plifments. ‘the roth in the-Morning, the Marthal 
de Villeroy caus’d the Army to Marchand encamp’d 
at -Luterbonrg, and the 1ith to Hagucnau; where 
he'comtinued the the Troops have por 
him, there is a.

The Enemies have 
‘withdrawn the Troops they had about Rotweil, and 
almoft all thofe that guarded the Lines of Stohlhoffen, 
to reinforce theic Army which is very weak, by their 
Loffes on the Danube, and by their great Numbers 
of Sick.

100 Pieces of Cannon, 40 
Mortars, and 900 little Mortars to throw Grenadoes, 
will be employ’d againftLandau. *Tis reported, that 
when the Enemies Army quitted the Neighbourhood 
of that Place, on the approach of the Allies, the Mar- 
taal de Marlin was wounded in the.

From the Camp at Weiflenbourg, Sept. 19. We have 
the following Account from before Landau, On the 
13th at Night our Troops tock Poft with 1000 Men 
commanded by 2 Colonels at a Mill on that fide next 
the Gate of France, and repair'd a Redoubt that was 
unade there 2 years paft. The 14th at Nighc the Re- 
doubc near the Gallows was finifh'd, and another was 
begun ou the rifing Ground above Woimertheim 3 
the igth at Nighc they begur to draw a Line of 
Communication becween the 2 KRedoubrs, the 17¢h 
they advanc’d from the Redoubt near the Gallows by 
a Traverfe towards the Town, aid began to Work 
on the Barceries : That Night a Patrounie cf che E- 
nemics fell in with fome of the Detachment which 
were pofted to cover the Workmen,but were repuls'd 
and oblig’d to retire with Lofs: A Deferter gave no- 
tice that the Beficg’d defign’d to make a ftrung Sally 
the fame Night, whereupon fome Batralliors were or- 
der’d to reinforce the Works, but the Ecemy kept 
within, firing continually with the:r Cannon and {mall 
Shor, as they have dene ever fince ; notwithftand- 
ing which our Works go on with good Succefs, thofe 
on the Right being advanc’d within 590 paces, dnd 
thofe on the Left wirhin 600 of the Counterfcarp, by 
the 21 ft we expect thofe 2 Attacks will be joyn'’d-by 
a Parallel, before which Batteries'are to be made, 
and we hope will be compieated fo as to receive the 
Guns in 5 or 6 days, moft of em being come up the 
Rhine to Germerfheim, four Hours from Landau. 
The 15th in the Morning his Grace the Duke of Marl- 
borough went to Landau, and upon his recurn was 
teiz'd with a fir of an Ague, which has confin’d him 
ever fince to his Chamber ; but his Grace hopes to 
be abroad again to morrow or the 21ft to wair on 
the King of the Romans, who is expected at the Siege 
10 morrow Night. The Elector of Bavaria is march- 
ing with his Troops towards Brabant : We reckon 
they do not excced 3000 Men, and chofe in a very ill 
Condition. 

From the Camp at Weiffenbourg, Sept. 22. The 
Letters we receiv'd this Evening from the Camp be- 
fore Landau advite, that on the 20th our Troops 
yoyn’d the 2 Attacks of the Right and Left by a Pa- 
ralle] uf 5400 Paces ; and nocwithftanding the great 
Fire the Enemy made, boch of great and {mall Shor, 
we had only 2 Men kil’d and 11 wounded. The
